INFLATION AND PRICES. 

Mr. WIA DLL. Ps, in a letter pub- 
lished in the Boston Advertiser, makes a 
strong presentation of the argument that.an 
expansion or inflation of the currency does 
not raise prices. In support of this argu- 
ment he cites Prof. Cams, Mm, and 
Bonamy Price. 
Watxer’s table of prices, and from Carry, to 
show how little the amount of currency has 
to do with fixing prices. He presents a table 
of various foods, showing the prices in 1859, 
1860, and 1874, of mess beef, mess pork, 
flour, codfish, corn, tea, sugar, salted hides, 
cotton, Smyrna wool, rice, and coffee, to 
show that the average price of each has been 
about the same, and that the aggregate aver- 
age has hardly varied during the last fifty 
years. He maintains that this table shows 
either that currency has nothing to do with 
prices, or that we have not now any more in- 
flated a currency than has been usual tho last 
fifty years. 

In support of this argument he quotes 

largely from Sreraen Col wWIILL, to the point 
that large issues of bank notes do not neces- 
sarily enhance prices. He cites the fact that 
large transactions—all wholesale business—is 
done by means of checks and bills, which, he 
claims, are a currency, whose expansion is of 
daily occurrence, and which has no effect on 
prices, and upon this point adopts Mr. 
Cazry’s argument and figures by which the 
‘‘ourrency in use is defined to be: 1. Frac- 
tional notes, increased from $27,000,000 in 
1866 to $44,000,000 in 1874. 2. The legal 
tender and bank note circulation—$600,000,- 
000 in 1866—to, say, $740,000,000 in 1875, 3. 
The bank currency ,checks and bills), a cor- 
sequence of borrowing money payable of de- 
mand, to be lent to others payable on de- 
mand or short date, by which one dollar is 
made to do the work of two or more. In 
1866, the bank loans on deposits were $383,- 
000,000, which it is claimed created a curren- 
cy of $766,000,000 ; these hank loansin 1874 
had reached $594,000,000, and the currency 
thus created is $1,188,000,000. ‘These sever- 
al items of increase is claimed to be infla- 
tions, but have had no perceptible effect on 
prices. 
Mr. Pururrs is combating the shadow and 
not the substance. Currency, whether issued 
by banks or the Government, or whether it is 
at par or depreciated, cannot seriously affect 
the gold value of prices. Gold values of com- 
modities are determined by the world's aver- 
age market prices, with, in some cases, the 
tariff duty and charges added. All that we sel! 
abroad brings the foreign price, less the cost 
of transportation. What we buy abroad. regu- 
lates the home prices of all similar commodi- 
ties produced at home. The gold price re- 
mains unaffected by the character or quantity 
of the local paper currency. But when we 
use a depreciated currency the amount of the 
depreciation, with a margin for fluctuations, 
is added to the currency prices. Thus $1.00 
gold value may be represented by 61.11, 
$1.15, $1.30, $1.50, or even $2.00 in cur- 
rency. The great evil here is the rapid, un- 
expected, and constant fluctuation in the 
value of the currency dollar in purchasing at 
the real or gold value. 

Box aN Paice, quoted by Mr. Ps. is 
clearly right when he says what raises 
prices universally is buying.” But Prof. 
Price, in using the word buying,“ only 
uses another form of expression for demand. 
When men buy largely, and there is strong 
competition for the purchase of a commodity, 
the tendency is to raise prices under the in- 
creased demand; so when there is little de- 
mand and few offer to buy, then the tendency 
of prices is downward until they reach a 
point that they can excite a new or specula- 
tive demand, with the increase of which they 
again rise. With this, ordinarily, the amount 
of currency has little to do. But this is dif. 
ferent from excessive or speculative buying, 
which depends mainly on the ease of borrow- 
ing. Men holding a depreciated and fluctuat- 
ing currency more readily lend it, taking 
the chances of additional profits by 
its advance in value when repaid. The 
borrower avails himself of an easy market 
in money to purchase in the hope of making

are more apt to invest it in speculative prop- 
erty ; and they can the more readily sell it at 
a rapid and large advance when some other 
man can easily obtain the currency with which 
to buy it. Thus, from hand to hand, the 
property changes at an increased price every

no price. There are people who think that 
the greater the extent of the traffic in these 
valueless properties the better the times; 
and it is for this kind of good times, when 
men may engage in wildcat speculation, that 
Mr. Paras and his class are contending. 

Mr. Parures is hardly successful in liken- 
ing cheeks and bills of exchange to the cur- 
rency, and in claiming their amount as part 
*of the aggregate paper-money of the country. 
Bills of exchange and checks represent money 
on deposit, actual property, deliverable in ex- 
change on demand. Checks are drawn by 
individuals against their cash balances in 
banks; they do this to avoid the trouble and 
the risk of carrying the currency about their 
person or keeping it in their stores or houses. 
To claim that a check given for a hundred 
dollars is an inflation of the currency, is one 
of those weak absurdities to which the whole 
school of inflationists are devoted. Bills of 
exchange are drawn by one bank on another 
against deposits; it is a convenient and inex- 
pensive form of transfer, avoiding the neces- 
sity for handling or transportation of the eur- 
rency. They do not in any way add to the 
volume of currency; they do not cheapen it, 
and they do not depreciate it. 

The fundamental error of Mr. Parirs is 
in his attempt to apply correct principles to 
false premises. He overlooks the fact that 
ontside the United States values are in gold, 
and the prices are those of the average of 
the world’s markets ; that the real values of 
‘commodities in the United States are fixed 
by the prices ruling in the world’s markets, 
and hence it is that the greenbacks of the 
United States Government have no more ef- 
fect upon the prices of these commodities 
than have the shinplasters issued by a village 
in Timbuctoo. But upon the prices in the 
local market the currency has an effect ; to 
the real gold value is added the depreciation 
of the currency and such margin as may be 
nece to protect against loss by fluctua. 
tion. e gold or real prices remain the 
same, 

The reason of the uniformity in prices of 
agricultural products during a period of years 
is easily explained. The labor it requires to 
produce a given amount of food in any coun- 
try is always about the same, taking the good 
years with the bad and striking an average. 
The demand and supply may be said to be 
equal. The sellers are as anxious to dispose 
of their surpluses as the purchasers are to ob- 
tain them. As pcpulation increases, so do 
agricultural produc. The surplus of a par- 
ticular crop varies from year to year, but the 
aggregate supply of ’ood, vegetable and animal, 
remains remarkably uniform. As a given 
amount of labor produces a stated surplus of 
food, so the compensation for food continues 
equally stable when spread over a period 
long enough to strike an average of the fluctu- 
ation. Mr. Parmizps seems to have overlook- 
ed or ignored these obvious truths andi this 
simple explanation of what he treats as a 
phenomena in his anxiety to defenda de- 
besed and fluctuating currency. 


THE ARMY REUNION. 

Most of the different armies of the United 
States engaged in the War of the Rebellion 
have organized into societies for the purpose 
of preserving the fellowship of former asso- 
ciation, It is the purpose of the Army Re- 
union to be held in this city to gather to- 
gether as many of these associations as possi- 
ble, and the Grand Army of the Republic 
will act as host. At the meeting of the differ- 
ent committees appointed to make prepara- 
tions for this Reunion, Gen. Srum offered 
the following resolution : 

Resolved, That a general invitation be extended to 
all surviving soldiers and sailors of the late War 
throughout the country, East, West, North, and South, 
to meet with us at our forthcoming Reunion; and that 
the Committee on Invitations be instructed to extend 
& personal invitation, as far as practicable, to such of 
them asin the opinion of the Committee have a na- 
tional reputation as soldiers. 

It is mot strange that this proposition 
should have excited discussion. Some were 
in favor of it, others opposed to it altogether, 
and still others advocated a modification ; but, 
with one or two exceptions (notably in the 
case of a local official who is striving after re- 
election), the discussion was decorous, unim- 
passioned, and in good spirit, The question 
was finally settled by the adoptidn of Gen. 
Jvuus Warrr’s amendment, extending an in- 
vitation to all soldiers who regard the United 
States flag as an emblem of nationality now 
one and indivisible. Perhaps this was the most 
judicious disposition of a proposal that was 
originally ill-timed. _ 

The proposition of Gen. Srruzs was really 
to extend an invitation to the men who served 
in the Rebel army. He so declared it te be. 

While his motives may have been, and proba- 
bly were, good and pure from a personal point 
of view, we cannot help thinking that his 
zeal for reconciliation outrun his judgment 
of the proprieties. It is not now a question 
of “shaking hands across the bloody 
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dier of the Union army should now 
meet an officer or soldier of the Confed- 


no long and bloody civil war, But 

not tand that an army reunion, 
which the soldiers of the North meet “ 
fight their battles over again” and rejoice 
the restoration of the Union through their 
valor and bloody efforts, could entertain the 
Confederate soldiers without serious embar- 
rassment to themselves and to their invited 
guests. The presence of Rebel soldiers at a 
reunion of Union soldiers would be 
like the skeleton at the feast, There 
could scarcely be a remark which would not 
touch upon ‘sore and tender feelings. It would 
be impossible to rehearse the scenes of the 
Rebellion, or the victories won, without 
resurrecting some of the old rancor that cost 
the country half a million precious lives. It 
would be asking too much of human nature 
to demand of either Unionists or Rebels that 
they meet together to rejoice in common over 
the triumph of the Union and the downfall of 
the Confederacy. The event is still too recent, 
and memory yet too fresh. 

The proposition was illogical as well as un- 
natural. Either the Rebels were right or 
wrong; either their cause was just or unjust, 
If right and just, then our victory was the 
result of superior numbers over right, and it 
would be unfeeling to invite Rebel soldiers to 
meet Union soldiers that the latter may glory 
over the defeat of the former. If the cause 
was wrong and unjust, then the soldiers 
of the Union army, as soldiers, cannot 
reasonably be asked to receive Rebel soldiers 
as of their n number on an occasion when 
the War is the pivot of the reunion, and the 
memory of their dead brothers the most 
solemn feature of it. The fact is, that the 
proposition looked to an anomalous and un- 
natural assoviation. The Rebel soldiers could 
not with good grace attend such festivities us 
are incident to a reunion of Union soldiers, 
except as civilians may attend in the capacity 
of spectators, and it would have been an tn- 
kindness to them, as well as a sacrifice of 
dignity and propriety on the part of the 
Union soldiers, to have extended snch an in- 
vitation. We are sure Gen. Srum himself, 
a brave and gallant Union soldier, will per- 
ceive the incongruity of his proposition when 
he comes to turn it over and examine the 
obverse side thereof. 
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GRAIN-INSPECTOR HARPER, 

The present indications are that the rumors 
and suspicions which have attached to the 
management of the Grain-Inspeetor’s office in 
this city have not been altogether without 
foundation. The suspicions of Mr. W. H. 
Hanpen’s administration of the Grain-In- 
spector’s dffice first arose about the time his 
brother in Springfield was ascertained to be a 
defaulter as United States Collector. There 
was an effort made to connect the two in 
some way or other, but it failed. Some time 
after, the bungling Board of Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners undertook an in- 
vestigation of the Grain-Inspector’s accounts. 
Their final conclusion was thet there was no 
deficit in his office, but it is understood 
that there were certain circumstances 
which locked badly and were left unex- 
plained. Among these was the transcription 
of Mr. Harprr’s books, so that an entirely 
new set of accounts were submitted to the 
Commissioners ; another was an intimtlon 
that Mr. Hur had borrowed a large sum 
of money ($15,000 was the amount stated, 
we believe) to tide over the investigation. 

It is very certain that never since the in- 
vestigation, 4 year or so ago, has Mr. Harren 
had the confidence of the Board of Trade 
men who hold the closest relation to aim. It 
has generally been believed that the receipts 
of the office for grain-inspection have been 
largely in excess of the expenses, and it has 
been thought that Mr. Harpre has been using 
the moneys far speculative purposes. It is said 
that the Senate Committee who have been 
investigating his accounts more recently 
have found 3 deficit of $15,000, outside of 
the $10,000 alleged to have been deposited in 
the Cook County National Bank. I all these 
allegations prove to be true, it may turn out 
that the. precent deficit is one which Mr. 
Hann has been carrying for some time 
past. We understand, however, that it is 
reported that he declares his willingness and 
ability to make good any deficit which may 
be found. 

Mr. Hianpen’s troubles will readily suggest 
the recurrence of the question whether it is 
wise to mingle politics and grain business. 
His office is the outgrowth of the State as- 
suming the control of the grain-handling 
business. No political corporation under our 
form of government can undertake the su- 
pervision and control of any business of a 
private nature without placing this supervis- 
ion in the hands of men appointed for par- 
tisan reasons. Had the same general feeling 
of uncertainty prevailed concerni ng Mr. Har- 
PER's accounts, and had he been subject to 
the Board of Trade or any other business or- 
ganization, a thorough and sweeping inves- 
tigation would have been made, and the case 
satisfactorily disposed of long before this 
time.

TREASURY REFORM. 

The work of reorganizing the Treasury De- 
partment has now been going on for about a 
year. Secretary Baistow’s new broom has 
swept the Department clean of a number of 
abuses, and is still sweeping vigorously, and 
there is much that yet needs garnishing. 
When the Kentucky financier took control, 
he found that the head of the Treasury had be- 
come a mere figure-head,—a sort of ornamen- 
tal head clerk to register the acts of his nominal 
subordinates, but real superiors. The San- 
BORN investigation showed what gross abuses 
were possible under such a system. Mr. 
Brustow stopped this imbecile sort of thing. 
He made his room and his brain the centre of 
activity. His subordinates learned that they 
must do what he, not they, wished to be 
done. The magnificent Mutizrr objected 
to this, and had to go. He left behind 
the universal joy of the Great American Tax- 


‘systematic, harmonious statement of financial 
policy, so that the ideas of the Government 
on that subject should be clearly understood 
by Congress and the nation. Acting on this 
belief, he cut out of Gen. Spnnrzr’s report of 
last year a long argument in favor of the wild- 
cat inter-con bond scheme.

The following from a local protection organ

The whole system of smuggling cioth- 
ing has, however, been growing until it has reached 
immense proportions, The Philadelphia Tunes esti- 
mates that “gentlemen,” residents of that city, an- 
nually get about $300,000 worth of clothing from Paris 
and London, which is smuggled through the Custom- 
House by friends, who have ordered the clothing 
made in Paris for themeslves, and sworn that it was 
for their own use 


personal use. 

Whatever the method followed, there is no 
question as to the extent the direct er in- 
direct evasion of the law. We have no doubt 
that in one way or the other foreign-made 
clothing, to the value of many millions of 
dollars, is annually brought into this country 
free of duty. During the year ending June 
30, 1874, the value of made-up clothing made 
of wool imported through the COustom- 
Houses was only $870,000, on which was 
collected about $372,000 duty. But this 
amount bears but a small proportion to that 
which pays no duty. Every American who 
goes abroad provides himself before com- 
ing home with a sufficient stock of 
overcoats, dress goods, and ordinary 
clothing to last him one to several years. 
When leaving for Europe he only provides 
himself with such clothes as will answer un- 
til he gets over, intending to purchase there 
what he may need for his journey. The dif- 
ference in cost of the clothes, such as are 
purchased by Americans, will average fully 
half. In other words, $100 will purchase in 
London clothes that will cost in the United 
States $200. A man going abroad to stay a 
year, by purchasing in London the clothes he 
may need while abroad and a stock to bring 
home with him, will save more than the cost 
of his passage on the steamer both ways. 

The Canadian proviuces are a convenient 
place in which to purchase clothing. A man 
going from the West to New York can stop 
over in a Canadian city, obtain a suit of 
clothes, put his old ones in a carpet-bag, and, 
wearing the new ones, pass through the Cus- 
tom-House. A large business is done also in 
direct smuggling.. Agents from Canada, and 
from London, Berlin, and Paris, travel in 
this country, who take orders for clothing 
and deliver it free of duty, and this is done 
far more extensively than the public generally 
understands. This purchaseof clothes abroad 
is, of course, the result of the excessive duty, 
not on clothes, but upon the materials of 
which they are made. The wages of tailors 
in London, Paris, and Montreal employed 
upon fine work are, if we estimate the pur- 
chasing power of the money, as high as are 
wages of the same workmen in this country ; 
and if the American tailors were allowed to 
procure the cloth upon the same terms that 
the Canadians do, they could furnish the 
clothes just as cheap. The tariff on woolen 
cloths, and especially of the cloths not made 
in this country, is directed against American 
tailors. It takes from them the manufacture 
of millions of dollars’ worth of clothes annu- 
ally, and carries away from them a large por- 
tion of the trade of their best customers. 
The tariff, therefore, instead of protect- 
ing them against foreign competition, forces 
the trade which should be theirs to 
the tailor-shops of Canada, England, France, 
and Germany. It takes from our own coun- 
trymen a most profitable part of their busi- 
ness, sending it to foreign countries, thus in- 
flicting upon them a direct injury and loss in- 
stead of benefit. 

Now, suppose the duty on the finer and 
better classes of English, German, and French 
cloth were reduced to a fairly revenue stand- 
ard, then our American tailors would not 
only be able to furnish the garments as low as 
their foreign rivals, but the reduced cost 
would increase the demand, and their busi- 
ness and profits would be proportionately 
increased. Some years ago the manufacture 
of broadcloths had attained such perfection 
in this country that at a competitive exhi- 
bition in Paris they carried off the honors.

RUSSIAN ADVANCES TO‘VARDS 

The reports from Central Asia are of the 
most contradictory nature. Mr. Scuvyzzr’s 
dispatch told one story. The Russian papers 
naturally tell another. The German press 
seems to be trying to egg England on to 
more decisive measures of resistance, and is 
therefore avowing more or less belief in 
Scuvurier’s statements, and dwelling on the 
frightful strides Russia is making towards 
the British India frontier, A few facts stand 
out of the maze of contradiction. The Rus- 
sian General, Fanart, has secured a 
concession from the Shah of Persia for the 
construction of a railroad on Persian soil, 
and his Government is laying track rapidly, 
despite an official protest from England. 
Moreover, another railroad is being built to 
this one with the general Russian system. 
This is not the only sign of the influence of 
the Czar over the Shah. The Afghanistan 
rebels, who lately routed an English detach- 
ment, are said to receive secret aid from Per- 
sia. At the recent annual bauquet of the 
veterans of the Caucasian wars at St. Peters- 
burg political speeches were permitted, and 
very significant ones were made. One of the 
orators said that Russia was the only power 
which could civilize Asia, and that she would 
do the work completely. England, having pro- 
tested in vein against the whole advance, is 
now about to try to check it. She will for- 
tify and garrison the mountain-passes be- 
tween Beloochistan and Afghanistan. When 
the war comes, we may expect to 
see enormous armies in the field; for 
each of the civilized combatants will 
have myriads of semi-civilized subjects to en- 
roll as soldiers. The size of the forces will 
probably depend only upon the facilities for 
transporting supplies. Meanwhile, if the 
Russians keep on absorbing countries with 
unpronounceable nam, Central Asian poli- 
tics will soon be as mysterious as those of 
South America. Commenting on Scuvrizr’s 
letter, the New York Tribune remarks : 

Very noticeable is it that while the policy of Russia 
tin Asia drifts with circumstances, there is great 
auxiety to avoid every form of conflict with England, 
and a singular sensitiveness to British criticisms. 
Further advaze.s of Russia seem inevitable, and new 
complications with England must ensue. Perhaps the 
most significant feature of the situation may be found 


im the assurance of AspuL Raamaw Eagan, that the 
Afghans would gladly take up arms in & war 


commotion at St, Petersburg. The Russian World 
(Mi) was suspended three month for 
some portions of the document. Denials of some of 
the statements appeared in the Golos, but the main 
charge was not discredited.
